Company:  49.5%.  Those  against:  50.5%. 

Those  are  the  results  of  a  vote  initiated  by  USA  Weekend 
magazine  weighing  the  Disney  boycott  launched  by  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  at  its  annual  meeting  in  June. 

According  to  USA  Weekend  in  a  July  29  news  release,  a 
"remarkable  107,000  readers"  voted,  "the  magazine's  highest 
reader  response  in  1997." 

•  "Most  of  the  votes  —  95,279  —  were  unduplicated  calls  to 
800  numbers,"  USA  Weekend  noted.  While  unscientific,  the 
vote  is  a  sampling  of  the  41.7  million  readers  claimed  by  the 
Gannett-published  supplement  for  Sunday  newspapers 
across  the  country. 

Voting  also  was  conducted  at  USA  Weekend's  Web  site 
where  11,360  voted,  and  via  the  mail  where  421  readers 
responded.

The  objective  of  the  ministry  is  to  provide  a 
Christian  context  in  which  women  in  need 
are  equipped  for  life  and  employment;  and 
a  missions  context  in  which  women  help 
women. 

Trudy  Johnson,  WMU  special  projects 
manager,  said  those  who  completed  the 
Aug.  7-9  training  event  are  now  certified  to 
begin  CWJC  sites  in  their  communities. 

"This  significant  event  exceeded  all  our 
expectations,"  Johnson  said.  "Christian 
Women's  Job  Corps  is  well  on  its  way  to 
becoming  a  reality  nationwide.  The  future  of 
women  in  need  is  brighter  because  of  those 
who  participated  in  this  training  event." 

Johnson  said  the  training  included 
required  workshops  on  project  develop¬ 
ment,  mentor  training,  project  coordina¬ 
tors,  volunteer  recruitment,  covenant 
development,  needs  assessment,  resource 
development,  legal  issues,  and  evaluation. 
Participants  also  attended  two  selective 
workshops,  choosing  from  grant  writing, 
family  literacy,  cross-cultural  understand¬ 
ing,  principles  of  supervision,  life/job 
skills  development,  and  communications 
and  public  relations. 

Along  with  workshops,  the  event  also 
included  three  general  sessions,  where 
keynote  speakers  addressed  such  topics  as 
a  biblical  basis  for  CWJC  and  empower¬ 
ment.  A  commissioning  serv  ice  highlight¬ 
ed  the  closing  session. 

Anne  Davis,  retired  social  work  profes¬ 
sor  and  dean  of  Carver  School  of  Social 
Work  at  Southern  Seminary,  Louisville,  Ky., 
told  the  group  that  the  road  would  be 
tough  without  a  clear  calling  from  God. 

'*You  are  starting  a  difficult  journey," 
Davis  warned.  "Not  everyone  will  succeed. 
Not  everyone  will  be  unchurched  —  Yes, 
you'll  discover  that  people  in  church  have 
problems  too! 

"You  may  even  ask,  'Why  should  I  con¬ 
tinue  on?'"  she  added.  "That  is  when  your 
calling  will  provide  the  answer.  Because 
you  know'  that  God  has  called  you  to  this 


ministry  you  will  be  able  to  continue  on,  no 
matter  what." 

In  describing  the  biblical  bases  for 
CWJC,  Davis  noted  that  caring  for  the  poor 
has  many  biblical  models,  including  Ruth 
and  Naomi  in  the  Old  Testament  and  the 
ministry  of  Jesus  in  the  New  Testament. 

Emphasizing  Christ's  model,  Davis  said, 
"God  called  the  church  to  be  Christ  in  the 
world  until  He  comes  again." 

Laquita  Bell,  chair  of  the  Birmingham 
Association  CWJC  Advisory  Council,  said 
one  of  the  greatest  needs  women  in  poverty 
have  is  for  someone  to  affirm  their  dignity. 

Citing  the  story  of  the  Samaritan 
woman.  Bell  said  that  Jesus  affirmed  the 
dignity  of  the  woman  at  the  well  by  mak¬ 
ing  her  needs  his  own. 

"We  have  got  to  make  peoples'  needs 
our  own,"  she  said.  "We  have  to  empower 
them  by  applying  skills  and  resources  to 
their  problems. 

"Affirm  peoples'  dignities,"  she  plead¬ 


ed.  "Give  them  back  what  God  created 
them  to  have.  Give  them  the  love  of  Jesus 
that  He  gives  you  for  them." 

Dellanna  O'Brien,  WMU  executive 
director,  led  the  commissioning  service 
during  the  closing  session.  Like  Davis,  she 
also  emphasized  that  a  call  must  undergird 
this  new  ministry. 

Defining  commissioning  as  "setting  out 
on  a  new  pilgrimage,"  O'Brien  said,  "We're 
sending  you  out  to  do  a  tough  job.  What  • 
makes  you  think  you  can  do  it?" 

Referencing  2  Corinthians  3,  she 
responded,  "Our  confidence  comes  from 
God.  So,  while  we  try  to  prepare  ourselves 
as  much  as  we  can,  there  will  be  those 
times  in  which  we  will  have  to  say,  'God 
I've  given  you  my  best,  now  make  it 
enough.'"

The  10  Commandments  of  Sunday  School  Growth

Law  #8  —  Don't  Combine  Classes.  One  of  the  most  difficult  temptations 
to  resist  is  the  urge  to  combine  Sunday  School  classes.  Churches  combine 
classes  because: 

1 .  teachers  are  hard  to  find 

2.  attendance  dwindles  and  the  class  is  small 

3.  someone  hears  about  the  Master  Teacher  concept 

Whatever  the  reasons,  combining  Sunday  School  classes  will  kill  the 

growth  in  any  church. 

Teachers  are  hard  to  find.  We  live  in  an  age  in  which  we  have  been 
spoiled  by  letting  someone  else  do  it  for  us.  Experienced  teachers  say  they 
are  'burned  out.”  Potential  teachers  say  they  need  to  stay  in  class  until  they 
become  more  mature.  The  real  truth  is,  people  are  lazy.  It  takes  work  and 
dedication  to  teach/visit/minister. 

When  class  attendance  begins  to  drop  the  worst  thing  possible  is  to  com¬ 
bine  classes.  The  major  reason  people  stop  coming  is 
because  they  do  not  feel  loved  and  cared  for.  Combining 
classes  means  they  will  now  get  less  love  and  attention, 
because  the  size  of  the  class  roll  has  doubled.  A  better  ■'  4-S-  r-fi  e''Jr 
solution  would  be  to  find  a  teacher  who  would  be  will-  S 

mg  to  contact  those  who  have  dropped  out  to  encour- 
age  them  to  come  back.

EXTRA!  EXTRA! 'READ. ALL 
ABOUT  IT  —  Mississippi's 
1  irming  Crime  Wave!  Have 
v  •  steered  so  far  from  God's 
shore,  that  he  has  abandoned 
our  ship?  What  can  Christians 
do  to  combat  the  ungodliness 
and  resulting  violence  that 
swamps  our  state  and  nation? 

Judgment  on  Violence 
(Gen.  6:11-13).  Are  our  times 
like  "the  days  of  Noah"  (Matt. 
24:35-38)?  just  compare  the 
unbelief  and  scoffing  of  God 
during  Noah's  day  with  our 
own!  if  we  are  nearing  "the  end 
of  the  age,"  as  many  Christian 
leaders  of  our  day  believe,  then 
the  increase  in  violence  and 
paganism  is  in  fulfillment  of 


one,  even  Christians.  We, 
like  the  Psalmist  David,  are 
beset  w'ith  threats  to  our 

?erson  and  mind. 

houghts  of  death  terrorize 
us.  We  struggle  with  our 


Matthew's  prophecy. 

In  these  Genesis - 

verses,  violence  and  England 
corruption  are  men¬ 
tioned  five  times.  The  people  of 
Noah's  day  were  committing 
every  imaginable  sin.  Because 
Noah  and  his  family  were  the 
only  righteous  people  upon  the 
earth,  God  spared  them,  but  he 
destroyed  the  rest  of  that  gener¬ 
ation  with  the  flood.  They 
drowned  in  their  disbelief! 

How  frightening  that  our 
generation  may  soon  be 
destroyed  because  of  our  sin¬ 
fulness.  Sinners  must  repent 
and  worship  God  as  the  creator 
and  giver  of  eternal  life. 

Fear  of  Violence  (Psa.  55:  9- 
11).  Acts  of  violence  devastate 
the  mental  well-being  of  every-

Believing  in  our  resurrection 

1  Corinthians  1:35-57 


By  Jason  Bird _ 

The  Question  (15:35).  Paul 
went  to  great  lengths  to  convince 
the  Corinthian  believers  Christ 
rose  from  the  dead  and,  because 
he  had  conquered  death,  believ¬ 
ers  would  also  experience  resur¬ 
rection.  Anticipating  the 
Corinthians  next  argument,  Paul 
asked  the  question  for  them: 
how  are  the  dead  going  to  be 
raised  and  what  kind,  of  body 
will  they  have? 

Because  he  says  "How  fool¬ 
ish!"  after  asking  the  question, 
Paul  may  indicate  the 
Corinthians  were  not  really  try¬ 
ing  to  understand  the  resurrec¬ 
tion  but  just  liked  being  argu¬ 
mentative.  Others,  however, 
may  have  sincerely  tried  to 


understand.  It  was 
hard  to  imagine  God 
could  put  tne  dead 
back  together  again,  Bir 
though  with  God  that 
wouldn't  be  any  more  difficult 
than  creating  the  bodies  in  the 
first  place.  However,  Paul  goes 
on  to  explain  that  the  resurrec¬ 
tion  is  not  just  the  rebuilding  of 
an  old  body,  it  is  the  giving  of  a 
completely  different  resurrection 
body,  perfectly  suited  for  all  eter¬ 
nity.  He  makes  his  point  by  using 
three  illustrations  mom  nature. 

Three  Illustrations  (15:36- 
41).  Paul  first  uses  seeds  to  illus¬ 
trate  his  point.  When  a  farmer 
plants  a  seed,  he  does  not  expect 
an  exact  representation  of  that 
seed  to  grow.  Instead,  he  knows 
the  seed  will  disintegrate  in  the

Hebrews  12:1-11

Are  you  content  with  your 
relationship  with  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ?  From  time  to  time, 
each  of  us  needs  to  evaluate  our 
walk  with  the  Lord  with  a  view 
toward  renewing  our  commit¬ 
ment  to  him. 

The  Goal  (12:1).  Our  goal  is 
to  win  the  race  of  faith.  This 
race,  like  all  long  distance  races, 
does  not  go  to  the  fastest  but  to 
the  most  persistent.  The  people 
who  persist  in  their  faith  in 
Jesus  gain  the  victory.  Referring 
to  the  faith  heroes  of  Hebrews  11 
as  a  "cloud  of  witnesses,"  the 
writer  of  Hebrews  encourages 
us  to  run  patiently  the  race  set 


fears;  searching  for  an 
escape.  Eventually,  we 
turn  to  the  Lord  and  cry 
out  to  him  in  distress!  Only 
1  then  do  we  calm  the  fears 
that  rage  w'ithin  us.  We 
conclude,  with  David,  "As  for  me 
1  will  call  upon  God  and  the  Lord 
shall  save  me"  (v.  16).  We  can 
conquer  fear  only  by  casting  our 
burdens  upon  the  Lord. 

Rejection  of  Violence 
(Jonah  3:6-10).  Jonah  didn't 
like  what  God  told  him  to  do. 
He  didn't  want  to  preach  God's 
message  to  the  Assyrian  citv  of 
Ninevah.  In  fact,  he  rebelled 
and  ended  up  in  the  fish's  belly. 
His  rebellion  vividly  contrasts 
the  repentance  of  the  Ninevites. 
They  had  practiced  evil  and 
violence  for  years,  but  upon 
hearing  the  message  of  God's 
judgment,  they  immediately 


ground  and  something 
more  wonderful  will 
appear.  Likewise,  the 
"seed"  buried  when 
someone  dies  is  not  a 
clear  image  of  the  body 
raised  when  Jesus 
returns.  A  continuity  will 
exist,  but  the  resurrection 
body  will  be  much  more 
1  glorious  in  nature  than 

tne  original.  John  12:23-28 
records  Jesus  revealing  this 
same  truth  when  speaking  of  his 
own  death  and  resurrection. 

Paul's  second  illustration 
uses  the  animal  kingdom.  In  his 
wisdom,  God  gave  Flesh  to  each 
animal  according  to  its  environ¬ 
ment.  Animals,  birds  and  fish  all 
have  different  types  of  bodies, 
suited  for  their  own  unique 
needs.  If  God  can  make  different 
bodies  to  meet  the  needs  of  ani¬ 
mals  on  this  earth,  certainly  he 
can  provide  different  bodies  for 
his  children  at  the  resurrection! 

Finally,  Paul  turns  to  astron¬ 
omy  to  make  his  point.  The  sun 


encourages  his  readers 
to  fix  their  eyes  on  Jesus. 
The  term  "fixing"  in  the 


before  us.  This  cloud  of 
witness  refers  to  the 
host  of  people  who  VanHom 

have  lived  their  faith 
for  others  to  see.  Their  faith  was 
witnessed  by  those  who 
watched  their  lives.  We  join  this 
select  company  of  individuals 
who  believed  and  followed  God 
when  we  live  our  faith  as  they 
once  did.  Do  our  contempo¬ 
raries  bear  witness  to  our  faith 
as  the  contemporaries  of  the 
faith  heroes  of  Hebrews  11  bore 
witness  to  them  (11:2,  4)? 

The  Example  (12:2-4).  Jesus 
is  the  example  we  should  fol¬ 
low!  No  one  else  perfectly  did 
the  will  of  the  Father.  Using  the 
race  analogy  of  12:1,  the  writer 


NASB  or  "lodking"  in 
the  KJV  translates  a 
Greek  verb  meaning  "to 
turn  our  gaze  from  one 
thing  in  order  to  see 
something  else."  If  we 
focus  on  the  things  of 
m  this  world  we  can  never 
see  God.  This  encourage¬ 
ment  to  fix  our  eyes  on  Jesus 
parallels  Paul's  admonition  to 
the  Colossians  (Col.  3:1-4). 
Jesus  is  both  the  author  and  fin¬ 
isher  of  our  faith,  that  is,  he 
blazed  the  trail  and  then  fol¬ 
lowed  it  perfectly  to  comple¬ 
tion.  By  following  his  example 
our  faith  will  never  waiver.  He 
"endured  the  cross"  (12:2a)  and 
the  "hostility  of  sinners" 
(12:3a).  He  has  sat  down  at  the 
right  hand  of  the  throne  of  God, 
the  position  of  power  and  pres¬ 
tige  (12:2b).  Jesus'  motivation 
was  to  secure  our  place  with 


repented  of  their  riotous  ways 
and  called  urgently  upon  God 
for  compassion  (v.  8-9).  What  a 
testimony  to  the  power  of  God 
in  the  lives  of  both  the  saved 
and  unsaved! 

God's  wrath  against  the  sin¬ 
ful  still  stands!  Without  Christ 
in  your  heart,  Satan  triumphs 
in  sin.  Thus  he  thrives  as  'The 
prince  of  the  power  of  the  air," 
(Eph.  2:2)  the  "father  of  lies," 
(Jn.  8:44),  and  the  instigator  of 
evil  and  violence.  He  "mas¬ 
querades  as  an  angel  of  light," 
(2  Cor.  11:14)  deceiving  many. 
You  must  anchor  yourself  in 
God  and  flee  from  this  enemy. 

Response  of  Violence  (I  Pet. 
3:9-12).  Peter  admonishes 
Christians  to  live  harmoniously 
with  others,  and  to  use  the 
tongue  for  expressions  of  sym¬ 
pathy  and  love.  This  same 
tongue,  out  of  control,  get  us  in 
all  kinds  of  trouble;  whereas,  "a 
soft  answer  turns  away  wrath." 
James  describes  the  tongue  as 
"a  little  member,"  "full  of  dead¬ 
ly  poison"  whose  "fire"  "cor¬ 


differs  from  the  moon,  which 
differs  from  the  earth,  which 
differs  from  the  other  planets  in 
the  solar  system.  Likewise,  God 
will  give  resurrection  bodies 
which  differ  in  nature  and 
structure  from  earthly  bodies. 

The  Answer  (15:42-44).  Paul 
answers  the  original  question  by 
showing  the  difference  between 
the  earthly  body  and  the  resur¬ 
rection  body.  The  natural  body  is 
perishable,  subject  to  disease, 
deterioration,  and  death.  It  is 
only  a  dim  reflection  of  the  body 
to  come.  That  spiritual  body  will 
be  raised  impenshable,  no  longer 
suffering  the  effects  of  sin.  It  will 
not  ache,  nor  wear  out,  nor  suffer 
from  disease.  Our  new  resurrec¬ 
tion  bodies  will  reflect  the  power 
and  glory  of  Almighty  God  for 
all  eternity.  When  believers 
receive  their  resurrection  body, 
they  exchange  the  limitations  of 
the  earthly  body  for  the  glorious 
image  of  a  resurrected  Savior. 

The  Reason  (15:50).  Such  an 
exchange  of  the  natural  for  the 


the  Father.  Therefore,  we 
should  "not  grow  weary  and 
lose  heart"  in  our  own  race  of 
faith  (12:3b)  for  we  have  not 
had  to  endure  near  as  much  as 
Jesus  did  (12:4). 

The  Discipline  (12:5-9).  As 
he  has  clone  frequently 
throughout  the  Epistle,  the 
writer  of  Hebrews  quotes  the 
Old  Testament.  In  this  instance 
the  words  of  Proverbs  3:11-12 
serve  to  demonstrate  that  hard¬ 
ships  in  life  can  be  construed  as 
God's  chastisement  because  he 
loves  us  and  seeks  to  help  us. 
We  would  be  in  error  to  sup- 

gose  that  all  hardships  are 
lod's  discipline  for  specific 
sins  we  have  committed.  Yet, 
the  Lord  can  work  all  things  for 
the  good  for  those  who  love 
him  and  are  called  according  to 
his  purpose  (Romans  8:28).  The 
writer  underscores  his  state¬ 
ment  that  his  readers  had  not 
yet  shed  blood  in  their  resis¬ 
tance  to  sin  (Heb.  12:4). 


rupts  the  whole  person"  (Jam. 
3:5-8).  Indeed,  "harsh  words 
stir  up  anger"  (Prov.  15:1  NIV). 

What  can  Christians  do  to 
combat  the  evil  flood  in  our 
state  and  nation?  We  must  pray, 
flee  from  even  the  appearance  of 
sin,  and  tell  the  lost  about  our 
Redeemer.  We  must  exert  our 
Christian  influence  both  in  the 
church  and  in  society. 

Furthermore,  we  must  heed 
the  lessons  learned  from  the 
wicked  and  violent  inhabitants 
of  Noah's  day.  God  will  not 
allow  evil  to  flourish  forever. 
Also  we  must  heed  the  lessons 
of  Jonah  and  the  Ninevites. 
The  Lord  is  merciful  to  sinners 
when  they  repent  and  humble 
themselves  before  him,  trusting 
in  him  as  their  personal  Savior. 

Above  all,  say,  "No!"  to  the 
Devil  and  his  deceitful  ways. 
Remember  God  heard  the 
prayers  of  Noah  and  Ninevites; 
he  will  hear  the  prayers  of  the 
righteous  today.

spiritual  is  necessary.  Heaven  is 
eternal  and  the  temporary  can¬ 
not  possess  the  eternal.  Just  as 
Christ  exchanged  his  earthly, 
physical  body  for  a  trans¬ 
formed  resurrection  body 
before  ascending  into  heaven, 
believers  also  will  receive  a 
body  equipped  for  eternity. 

The  Mysteiy  (15:51-54).  When 
the  Bible  speaks  of  a  mystery,  it 
refers  to  something  now  being 
revealed.  By  the  Holy  Spirit,  Paul 
reveals  that  Christians  still  alive 
when  Jesus  returns  will  not  need 
to  die  in  order  to  be  taken  into 
heaven.  Rather,  they  will  instant¬ 
ly  change  —  as  fast  as  the  blink¬ 
ing  of  an  eye  —  into  their  resur¬ 
rection  bodies.  The  point  Paul 
makes  is  that  all  beuevers  will 
change  from  theperishable  to  the 
imperishable.  The  words  of  1 
Corinthians  15  give  believers  of 
all  generations  assurance  that, 
through  Christ,  there  is  complete 
victory  over  death.

Persistence  in  the  midst  of  tri¬ 
als,  a  characteristic  of  genuine 
faith,  guarantees  our  ultimate 
victory  in  Jesus.  Whatever 
hardships  believers  may  face 
can  be  compared  to  the  hard¬ 
ships  of  discipline  from  a  lov- 
ing  father  (12:7-9). 

The  Results  (12:10-11).  Just 
as  discipline  has  a  positive  out¬ 
come,  even  so,  hardships  can 
result  in  positive  growth  for 
Christians.  The  writer  of 
Hebrews  continues  his  compar¬ 
ison  of  discipline  from  our 
earthly  father  and  from  our 
heavenly  Father.  This  compari¬ 
son,  begun  in  12:7,  extends 
through  12:10-11.  The  final 
result  of  divine  discipline  is  the 
"peaceful  fruit  of  righteous¬ 
ness,"  a  reference  to  the  believ¬ 
er's  calm  acceptance  of  hard¬ 
ship  as  a  teaching  tool  of  God 
that  ultimately  helps  the  person 
of  faith.
